Bince his consultation with Dingley, 
chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means, who is authorized to an- 
nounce the fact at the proper time. 


Senator Thuraton, one of the latest 


arrivals from Canton, expressed today 
In positive terms the conviction that 
the extra session will be called. 


He said: "I have recently seen Mc- 


Kinley and am convinced an extra ses- 
sion will be called about the 15th of 
March. I cannot quote any one, but I 
do not consider there is any doubt on 
the point." 


"Shall we ha ire an extra session, re- 


gardless of the result of the Senatorial 
elections this winter?" was asked. 


"Yes, the complexion of the Senate

Carborundum. 


The manufacture of oarbcrnnrlnm ia 


one ot the most unique of reeeritlyjes- 
tablished industries, aud tbo pluut' at 
Niagara is ono of extreme interest in 
connection with the amazing power 
now generated at that locality. As IB 
now well known, carborundum is a 
compound of nurbon and silicon, in ap- 
pearance presenting a surface of high 
luster, iridescent with many colors, the 
valuable pr9perfy of tba substance con- 
sisting in its extreme hardness, in 
which respect it stands next to thu dia- 
mond, and consequently IB coming into 
extensive use UK a polishing and nbra- 
sive agent. ID the prooeas of manufac- 
ture, quartz sand, coke, stwdurt and 
salt are intimately raised. This material 
is placed in tho furnace uronnd a large 
cylinder of coke and the entire mass 
covered tip and finally walled in with a 
loose framework of bricks. At the ends 
of this furnace are the poles or elec- 
trodes of a pov^irfnl electrio cironit, and 
when the current is turned on an intense 
heat re produced, which results in a 
chemical combination of the carbon of 
the coke and sawdust and tho ailicon of 
the sand. Tho process is continued for 
24 hours, and then, after cooling, tho 
carborundum is extracted, a series of 
operations llnr.lly preparing it for the 
market.—Now York Sun.
